SAN BENITO, Texas—The So 
Texas Agricultural Workers Un- 
ion wired Secretary Perkins on 
July 9 seeking a Dept. of Labor 
mediator to settle differences be- 
tween its members and cotton 
growers.

Hung Jury in E. B. 
Newsboys’ Trial 


BERKELEY—The attempt of 
three members of the East Bay 
Newsboys union to demonstrate 
against the publishers’ use of 
news racks, or mechanical scabs, 
led to a trial of the boys in the 
Berkeley Court resulting in a 
hung jury. 

Aubrey Grossman, wellknown 
labor attorney, was defense coun- 
se] for Norman Shurman and 
Bill Roberts of Oakland and 
Frank Lincoln of Berkeley, de- 
fendents in the “petty theft” 
charge. 

The defense brought clearly 
before the jury the false basis 
for the charges. He showed that 


the only way one could reason 
with a mechanical scab which 


was being used to break the 
45-day-old newsboys strike was 
to protest so that the public 
would know what was going on. 
The boys intended to put these 
racks in front of one of the 
newspaper offices or in front 
of the home of one of the scab 
newsies. 

The three newsboys will ap- 
pear again in the Berkeley Court 
at 9:30 on July 29, for either 
a retrial or a dismissal of the 
case.
